Reports from all steel centers 
Wednesday recorded little change 
in the alignment of the opposing 
forces of the labor unions and the 
steel companies. 

In the Mahoning valley ‘of Ohio 
the strikers’ success is complete. 
The industry, which is the back- 
bone of Youngstown and a score of 
neighboring villages, is paralyzed 
and its 44,000 wage earners idle. 
Elsewhere the struggle is being 
carried on with varying success, 
the issue still being doubtful on 
the great strategic sectors radiat- 
ing from Pittsburg and Chicago.

Situation Around Chicago. 

The situation around Chicago is 
more definite than that in the 
Pennsylvania region. A majority 
of the mills are closed and those 
which are still operating are do- 
ing so with reduced forces, The 
threatened sympathetic strike of 
fhe lake seamen seemed nearer as 
the result of the refusal of the 
erews of eleven ore freighters to 
dock their vessels. 

Important decisions affecting the 
spread of the strike to allied indus- 
tries are expected to be the out- 
com of the meeting in Pitts- 
burg of the national steel workers’ 

mittee, of which Mr. Foster is 
secretary. The question of sum- 
moning not only the lake seamen 
but union trainmen to the assist- 
ance of the steel strikers will be 
discussed at this meeting. 

Rioting and disorder still mark 
the progress of the struggle, but 
‘sporadically. The latest outbreak 
eeecurred at Cleveland, where four 
men were stabbed in a battle be- 
tween strikers and non-strikers, 
two probably fatally. At Farrell, 
where the gravest disturbances to 
date have been reported, the town 
executive, Burgess Moody, is under 
special] guard as the result of nu- 
merous threats against his life and 
’ the streets are patrolled by large 
forces of state troopers and deputy 
sheriffs. 


340,000 MEN OUT 
CLAIMS FITZGERALD. 

Pittsburg, September 24.—The 
meeting of the national steel work- 
ers’ committee in session here re- 
cessed at 3:30 p. m. with the an- 
nouncement by John Fitzpatrick, 
chairman, that the strike situation 
was satisfactory to the union lead- 
ers. A canvass of the situation, Mr. 
Fitzpatrick said, indicated that 
340,000 men had walked out. 

Mr. Fitzpatrick further said that 
the committee was confident that 
the strike would spread and that 
the only way it could be stoppe1 
was for E. H. Gary, of the United 
States Steel corporation, to grant 
a conf sce to the represen‘atives 
of the organized men. Even then. 
he said, he was not so sure that 
the strike would end. 

“A conference its the only hope 
of adjustment,” he asserted. “The 
milla are shut down all over the 
country and we have the situation 
well in hand, more satisfactory than 
we hoped to expect.” 

The only question that now re- 
mains uncertain is whether “Judge 
Gary would ron the mills himself, 
said Mr. Fitzpatrick. “What re- 
mains to be seen, watch him.” 

‘The fight to uphold the cdnsti- 
tutional rights of the steel work- 
ere will be carried to the highest 
courts, Mr. Fitzpatrick declared. 

“Every constitutional right of 
the workers has been denied in the 
Pittsburg district,” Mr. Fitzpatrick 
eaid. “We are going to catry the 
fight to the “highest courts. We

When asked about the report that 
he would offer the attorney gen- 
eral’s office to Mr. Denny, of Floyd.

& member of the state tax commis- 
sion, and who served his fistrict in 
the state senate at one time, was 
voluntarily offered the position of 
attorney general's office, according 
to a statement attributed to him. 
He declared that he was not an ap- 
plicant for the appointment, but 
that it had been suddenly offered 
him by Governor Dorsey, in the 
event of Mr. Walker’s retirement. 
“T did not dream that he would vol- 
untarily offer me the honor of be- 
ing the state’s attorney general,’ 
Colonel Denny is 4uoted as having 
said publicly in Rome.

It has been impossible to ascer- 
tain whether a reply from President 
Wilson to the proposed formula for 
' settling the Fiume question has 
| been received. The American peace 
| delegation is noncommittal on the 
subject, but unofficial Italians in- 
timate that it has arrived. 

They loudly proclaimed today that 
no compromises would quiet the na- 
tional storm provoked in Italy by 
the taking of Fiume by d’Annunzio. 
This, they asserted, could be calmed 
only by giving Fiume to Italy with- 
|} out restrictions.

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Conference of Southern 
Senators and Represen- 
tatives of Coal Opera- 
tors Held in Effort to 
Obtain Adequate Supply 
of Cars. 


By J. H. Benton. 
(By Constitution Leased Wire) 

Washington, September 24.—Con- 
certed efforts to secure coal carg 
for mines in Kentucky and Tennes- 
se@ Was agreed upon today by 
southern senators at a conference 
of senators and representatives of 
the coal operators of the south- 
east. The senators attending the 
conference were: Senators Harris 
of Georgia, Beckham of Kentucky, 
Simmons of North Carolina, and 
McKellar of Tennessee. 

A representative of the railroad 
administration met with the sen- 
ators today, and at a conference to 
be held tomorrow a representative 
of the L. and N. railroad “will ap- 
pear, as it was brought out that 
the main shortage existed in sec- 
tions traversed by that road. 

“We are demanding that ‘the 


‘southeast shall not be discrimin- 


ated against by a shortage of coal 
cars,” said Senator Harris follow- 
ing the conference today. He ex- 
pressed the sentiment of the other 
Senators when he said that they 
were sure their efforts would re- 
sult in a betterment of the situa- 


tion by early relief. 

J. B. Campbell, of the Campbell 
Coal company of Atlanta, Ga. was 
one of the members of the coal 
operators’ delegation present to- 
day. 

The complaint laid before the 
senators by the operators was a 
carefully prepared chart showing 
the exact number of cars furnished 
each mine by each railroad. Ac- 
companying it was a statement of 
the situation which they termed as 
“the assistance asked by coal op- 
erators of the southeast.” The 
brief in part says: 

Ask Equal Car Supply. 

“Time lost by mines by reason of 
ear shortage resulting in greatly 
reduced production by coal mines 
in southeastern states, especially 
on the L. and N, railway, is graph- 
ically shown on a sheet taken from 
the United States geological survey 
reports and continued = conference 
and telegrams with the United 
States railroad administration 
since August 1, have failed to give 
relief, thereby endangering a sup- 
ply of coal sufficient to meet the 
needs of your constituents; makes 
it necessary for this committee to 
ask your aid in securing equal car 
supply as is given to other coal 
producing fields. 

“We hold that as the railroads 
are operated by the government 
that it is ‘ts duty to give one dis- 
trict equal supply of cars’ with 


fother districts; 
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which the chart 
shows has not been done, and we 
further urge as a matter of fair- 
ness you insist that discrepancy be 
made up for the past six weeks to 
put our field on equality and that 
equal supply be ifisisted on in the 
future. 

“During the month of August, 1919, 
according to the figures of the rail- 
road administration, the entire coal 
supply of the United States was 95 
per cent; this, of course, included 
the southern region. The supply 
that month of the southern region 
was only 67 per cent, and of the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad 59 
per cent. It can be seen that elimi- 
nating the southern region the sup- 
ply of the balance of/ the United 
States during August, 1919, was 
considerably in excess of $85 per 
cent. We do not expect a coal car 
supply in excess of that of other 
regions, but diserimination is clear- 
ly shown in the figures quoted 
above. Regardless of other figures 
we can show that a majority of 
mines represented by this committee 
had less than 12 days’ run in Au- 
gust. 

Weuld Eliminate Discrimination. 


“In the past coal cars of the 
southern carriers have been deliver- 
ed to the eastern car pool, operating 
north of the Ohio and east of the 
Mississippi river, and the director 
zeneral can order the eastern car 
poo] to deliver a share of its empty 
coal cars to the southern region in 
order to remove this discrimination. 
The idea being that if it was right 
and proper for the railroad adminis- 
tration to take this action in con- 
nection with southern region coal 
cars it is right and proper for them, 
under the present conditions, to 
take the same action in connection 
with the eastern car pool coal cars. 

‘The director general of railroads 
can give instructions and compel 
individual carriers to observe these 
instructions to expedite the handling 
of coal cars either loaded or empty 
and this should furnish some meas- 
ure of relief. 

“In a circular issued by W. G. 
Kendall, manager car service séc- 
tion, dated September 15, instruc- 
tions are given that the new coal 
cars purchased by the railroad ad- 
ministration which have not been 
alloted to individual railroads, will 
be distributed upon _ instructions 


from the manager of the eastern car 
pool, Pittsburg, Pa., which means 
the southern region will secure none 
of these cars. This circular is re- 
markable in view of the present 
conditions existing in the southern 
region. 

“We are ready to give any details 
desired, and, therefore, make our 
presenations in this brief form.”

The promise of Judge Leon Mc- 
Cord to give the negroes a speedy 
trial kept a mood from seeking to 
enter the county jail early Tuesday 
morning to search for’ Crosky. 
Crosky was arrested Monday morn- 
ing and was immediately taken out 
of the city, the sheriff declining t» 
state where he had been carried. Th- 
mob was assured b- the sheriff that 
the negro was not in the jail and in- 
formed that Judge McCord had call- 
ed a special session of the grand 
jury. This statement satisfied the 
mob and it dispersed quietly. 

The woman, alleged to have been 
assaulted by Crosky, is 635 years oldu.

United States Trade 
Board Reported to Pres- 
ident Wilson, June 28, 
1918, But the Report 
Was Withheld. 


Washington, September 24.—Max- 
imum profits for the five largest 
packers under limitations prescribed 
by the food administration during 
the war “were unreasonably high,” 
and from two and one-quarter to 
three times as great as those in 
pre-war years, according to a re- 
port made to President Wilson by 
the federal] trade commission on 
June 28, 1918, but withheld from 
the public at the request of Food 
Administrator Hoover. 

A copy of the report, togethe: 
with letters sent by Mr. Hoover and 
the commission. to the presiden: 
were transmitted to the senate to 
day by the commission in respon: 
to a resolution by Sendtor Norri: 
republican, Nebraska. Recomme:: 
dations made by the commission in 
cluded: 

“That net worth (actual invested 
capital represented by stock issued 
and surplus) as of November 1, 
1917, be the basis upon which the 
allowed rate of profit be computed 
for all packers, large and small. 


“That the normal rate for the five 
chief packers be 7 per cent on net 
worth, with one-half per cent in- 
creased allowance for every 19 per 
cent increase in weight slaughtered, 
and one-half per cent decrease in 
rate for every 10 per cent decrease 
in weight slaughtered; the maxi- 
mum profit allowed not to zo above 
9 per cent. 

“That the maximum allowed the 
smaller packers by 9 per cent, in- 
creasing on a sliding scale to 11 per

The composite regiment, which 
has become Known as “Pershing’s 
Pets.” and which was referred to as 
the “Crack American Regiment,” by 
newspapers of Paris, has won for 
itself many honors and distinctions.

The movement followed adoption 
by the conference of a _ resolutfon 
providing for a temporary commit- 
tee to arrange for organization ; 
a Latin-American division of the 
associated advertising clubs. The 
committee, which will be appointed 
later by John Barrett, director of 
the pan-American union, will ar- 
range for a large attendance of 
Latin-American editors, publishers 
and advertising men at the 1920 
convention of the associated adver- 
tising clubs at Indianapolis. A 
pan-American program will be ar- 
ranged and elaborate plans will be 
made for an exchange of views. 

Censorship for Advertising. 

The resolution, however, gave the 
committee power, to transact any 
business calling for prompt action 
before the Indianapolis convention 
date. What the Latin-American 
delegates regarded as urgent busi- 
ness was the necessity of censoring 
advertising matter emanating from 
the United States and from the 
Latin-Americas. The advertising 
matter referred to was such as ad- 
mitted of question, not regular 
matter known to be legitimate. 

Merle Sidener, of Indianapolis, 
chairman of the national vigilance 
committee, after explaining to the 
Latin-American delegates the neces- 
sity for strict censorship of ques- 
tionable advertising complimented 
the conference for adoption of the 
resolution and offered the immedi- 
ate services of his department. 

“It means the start of a world- 
wide movement for one hundred per 
cent honest advertising,” said Mr. 
Skinner. when he could make him- 
self heard above the applause. 

Manuel J. Zevada, editor 
Heraldo de Mexico, of Mexico 
in an address declared the organi- 
zation of a pan-American division 
would promote a better understand- 
ing to the advantage of all repub- 
lics of North and South America. 
“It is a great step toward what we 
hate been hoping for,” he said.

STANDARD OIL SHIPS. 
SEIZED BY THE ALL 


New York, September 24.—Twelve 
American-owned sreamships, aggre- 
gating 70,000 deadweight tons and 
valued at more than $10,000,000, the 
property of a German subsidiary of 
the Standard Oil company of New 
Jersey, have been ordered from 
German ports to the Firth of Forth, 
for allocation among the allied and 
associated nations recently at war 
against Germany. This information 
has been received by officials of 
the Standard Oil company here from 
its representatives abroad. 

This order of allocation, it was 
asserted, was made by the president 
of the allied naval armistice com- 
mission who, it is alleged, “arbi- 
trarily” overruled the action of the 
allied commission at Brussels last 
March in its recognition that the 
ships were American property and 
not subject to seizure as German 
shipping. The action has been pro- 
tested by the Standard Oil company 
through the American state depari- 
ment and the United States ship- 
ping board. 

The vessels are the Mannhelm, 
Helios, Sirius, Pawnee, Niobe, Hera. 
Loki, Wotan, Wilhelm A. Reidemann 
and three new ships which were 
under construction in 1914. It is 
also understood that if they are 
allocated among tne owners the di- 
Vision will be approximately as fal- 
lows in tons: 

France, 25,000; Italy, 10,000: Bel- 
gium, 12,000; Great Britain, 12,000: 
United States, 4,000. 

Cable advices from Paris yvester- 
day said that Frank L. Polk, head

Great Collection of War Relics. 
Washington, September 24.—The 
kaiser’s field kitchen which has ar- 
rived at New York on the transport 
Santa Rosa is only one trophy in 
‘what will be the greatest and most 
complete collection of war relics 
in the world when all are assembled 
/here in the national museum, Some 
of the several tons of trophies al- 


ready have reached Washington and 


are being put in place. 


Many of the trophies are associat- | 


ed with some of the most dramatic 
episodes of the great conflict, oth- 
ers vividly depict German mili*~ y 
brutality and others stand out for 
their mechanical perfection. Speci- 
mens of the great field gv with 
which the German armies hoped to 
batter their way to Paris are in the 
collection, which includes specimens 
of ' types of ordnance. Chain 
armor, massive steel breastplates 
‘and visored helmets all pierced sith 
bullet holes give proof of how use- 
less was the equipment of the Ger- 
mans in the medieval trappings of 
war. 

A field operating chair, capt cd 
in battle, blood-stained and telling 
its silent story of the suffering of 
wounded enemy troops, shows the 
crude medical methods the Germans 
‘sometimes were forced to adopt in 
the stress of battle. A Bosch min 
trap captured by the 33rd division 
in the Argonne forest, similar to the 
great steel-jaw traps used in 
country to capture bears, was care- 
fully concealed in the underbrush 
at the approach to a machine gun 
nest. Steel spikes, an inch long 
studded the great jaws of the trap 
iand the German theory evidently 
Was that an American soldier caught 
in its toils would call for help and 
lure companions on to be cut down 
by the raking fire of the machine 
guns.

The decision of the Interstate 
Commerce commission Monday on 
what is known as the consolidated 
Classification does not allow .-the 
raising of freight rates in the south- 
east, it was pointed out yesterday by 
Edgar Watkins, who represented the 
American Cotton Manufacturers’ as- 


sociation at the hearings. 
In Me course of the opinion dis- 


cussing the southeastern situation, 
the commission said: , 

“In many cases the southern lines 
are hauling less-than-carload traffic 
at what may reasonably be said to 
be carload ratings, while for carload 
traffic many of the any-quantity 
ratings are too high.” 

“The report of the commission,” 
savs Mr. Watkins, “while disposing 
of this case, leaves open for further 
discussion ratings in the southeast 
and southern shippers are especial- 
iy interested in the suggestion 
quoted from the opinion of the com- 
mission.”

Housing Your Hogs in 
Comfert for Larger Profits 


The great production -state of 
fowa is dotted over with farm build- 


most modern construc- 
tion, housing herds of tremendous 
value. On its face this seems a 
commonplace assertion, but the im- 
portant thing about it is visual evi- 
dence that the day of the old, drafty, 
unhealthful, home-built farm build- 
ing is done. 

Building modern and well equipped 
barns and outhouses undoubtedly 
calls for a larger initial iny. stment, 
but in a verv short time better hous- 
ing pays for itself in better stock 
that brings greater prices. Growing 
stock under war conditions has 
taught the farmer the advantage to 
he zained from having all his equip- 
ment modern—and the lesson, once 
learned, is not likely to be forgotten 
since the stock market today calls 
for all he can raise.

For the 
progressive farmer of today houses 
his stock as 
houses himeelf. 
greater profits result. He under- 
stands that the animal which puts 
on its weight steadily and continu- 
ously without any setback finishes 
quickest and at lowest cost to him. 
Hence, great airy barns, hog houses 
and modern farm buildings of every 
kind, with water systems, Ventila- 
tion systems and every provision for 
stocks’ health dot the western land- 
scape. 

A type of hog house verv popular 
now is one with many windows so 
arranged that they catch the winter 
sun in the morning—a distinct ad- 
vantage. Surrounding it are indi- 
vidual pens, where the swine may 
stay in summer, and these pens 
connect with small doors to interior 
pens that offer excellent protection 
in winter. Giving the hogs plenty 
of sun in winter and early spring, 
when they are kept in an enclosed 
shelter, is very important, as ex- 
periments have determined that the 
amount a hog eats is governed in a 
measure by the temperature of his 
body.

Could Pigconkole Treaty. 

There is no time limit fixed for 
the ratification of the treaty so the 
president could easily pigeonhole {ft 
if it should come from the senate 
in unsatisfactory shape and resub- 
mit it at some future time. Thus 
the final issue as to the treaty 
might be carried into the next 
campaign although both republii- 
ean and democratic leaders § say 
they do not want it as an issue in 
the presidential contest. With a 
defeated or mangled treaty on his 
hands, the president's friends have 
contended all along there would be 
nothing for him to do but stand for 
a third term in the white house. 
The president has said no political 
party could wish for a better Jssue. 
At the same time a candidacy by 
Mr. Wilson would bring into the 
campaign all the prejudice which 
exists against third terms and all 
of the political and personal an:- 
mosities he has aroused. 

The strength of the league of na- 
tions seen throughout the country 
today lies in its non-partisan char- 
acter. Alienate the républican sup- 
port by. throwing the issue into the 
campaign and the league would in- 
deed fall to the ground. The presi- 


dent might attempt to make a non- 
partisan campaign of the treaty, 
but to make such a campaign ef- 
fective he would have to eliminate 
himself from the race for he can 
never quite escape the  conse- 
quences of the partisan brush 
with which he tarred himself lasr 
fall. They are still talking about 
that political blunder out here in 
the west and it will be many years 
before they forget it.

The president unquestionably 
correct in hiS saying that the oWVer- 
whelming sentiment in the country 
favors the league of nations idea.

The reservation woula 
provide that the United States ac- 
cept no obligation under the article 
unless in any part:cular case con- 
gress should authorize specific 
action by this country. The audi- 
ence was entirely with the presi- 
dent. He proved later he could 
bend it at his will. But the lofty 
language of the Lodge reservation, 
as read by the president, ‘“‘listened 
well” to the Salt Lakers and they 
broke into applause, 

The president seemed annoyed 
for a moment and held up his hand, 
“Wait a minute,” he said, “if you 
want to applaud that wait until 
you thoroughly understand the 
meaning of it. If you have got a 
knife in your hand with which you 
intend to cut out the heart of this 
covenant, applaud, but if you want 
this covenant to have a heart in it, 
if you want it to have a purpose in 
it, if you want it to be something 
subscribed to by a red blooded na- 
tion, withhold your applause. Un- 
derstand this thing betore you form 
your sentiment with regard to it. 
Ths is a rejection of the covenant. 
This is an absolute refusal t@@earry 
any part of the same responsibility 
that the other members of the 
league carry. Does’ the United 
States want to be on that speci ial 
footing?” <A loud chorus of “No” 
greeted the question.

could deploy some of these days 
and live in happy freedom, look 
each other in the eve as equals, say 
that no man was put upon, that n 
people were forced to accept author- 
ity that was not of their own choice 
and that out of the general ; cenerous 
impulse of human genius “and the 
human spirit we were lifted along 
the levels of civilization to days 
when there should be wars no more, 
but men should govern themselves 
in peace and amity and quiet.

Unless the United States went 
into the league now, he added, and 
assumed its full responsibility it 
would have to come in later with 
Germany. 

Separnte Treaty With Germany. 

“Germany is anxious for the 
United States to be among the 
nations in the league. She is not 
admitted to membership until she 
changes her entire government, and 
at that time she will be admitted 
with the rest of the représenta- 
tives of the free peoples of the 
world. I ain not making this state- 
ment by conjecture, but am getting 
it digecly from the mouths of per- 
sons in Germany who are familiar 
and know what the rejection of the 
treaty means. 

“It means a separate treaty with 
Germany, and this would be against 
any of the doctrines of the league 
of nations, and the whole world 
would be against the United States. 
It would simply be a government 
of the United States hand-in-hand 
with Germany. We have come to 
ask that you will consider it. There 
is no other way. America must 
face it now. 

“The men who fought in Chateau 
Thierry, the men who fought in 
Belleau woods and in the Argonne 
never thought of turning back. 
They never thought of making res- 
ervations on their service. They 
never thought of saying: ‘We are 
going to do this much of the job 
and then leave you to do the rest.’ 
And I am here on this journey to 
do what I can to fulfill and com- 
plete the task which the men who 
died upon the ‘attleflelds of France 
began. And I am not going to turn 
back any more than they did. I 
am going to keep my face just as 
they kept theirs, forward, towards 
the enemy. 

Pro-Germans Oppose League. 

“My friends, the only ofganized 
forces opposed to the league of 
nations are hyphenated Americans, 
outside, I mean, of the congression- 
al circles. I beg you to observe

Washington, September 24.—-Most 
of the work on the peace treaty to- 
day was carried on outside the sen- 
ate chamber. 

While Senator Frelinghuysen, re- 
publican, of New Jersey, was deliv 
ering a two-hour attack on the 
treaty and its league of nations cov- 
enants, republicans were trying to 
reach an agreement respecting the 
method of dealing with the amend- 
ment by Senator Johnson, repub- 
lican, of California, for equalizing 
the voting power of the United 
States and Great Britain in the 
league assembly. , 

The Johnson amendment has been 
laid aside to be taken up at an in- 
definite date, ~~ there were scores 
of rumors conterning possible pro- 
cedure, and one persistent report 
was that Senator Johnson might tn- 
sist upon calling it up at any mo- 
ment. Some league advocates put 
forth the claim that enough prom- 
ises had been obtained from repub- 
ligdans to make certain its deieat, 
largely because of the argument 
that its adoption might necessitate 
reopening of the whole question of 
peace negotiations with Germany. 

Anything Mny Happen. 

There were no positive statements 
from leaders of either side, but 
there were more informal confer- 
ences than usual, with the promise 
that almost anything might happen 
on the floor to disturb the routine 
proceedings. : 

Under the motion adopted by the 
senate on Tuesday by a vote of 4° 
to 40 when republicans took actual 
hold of the handling of the treaty, a 
number of amendments by Senator 
Fall, republican, of New Mexico, 
which would relieve the United 
States from service on foreign coni- 
missions created by the treaty wilt 
be the order of business Iriday 
The business, however, will be main- 
ly speech-making. for no vote is ex- 
pected until next week. 

Senator New, republican, of In- 
diana, expected to speak today, but 
at the last moment he announced 
that he would not speak until to- 
morrow.

The Kkdge Reservation. 

The reservation to the league 
covenant proposed by Senator Edge 
quotes the language of President 
Wilson on the question of votes in 
the league.

“In ratifying this treaty and cov- 
enant the Unitéd States so acts only 
on the specific and positive provi- 
sion that in the assignment of six 
votes to self-governing portions of 
the British empire in every matter 
except admission of new members 
of the Jeague, no action shall be 
taken without the concurrence of a 
unanimous vote of the representa- 
tives of the states which are mem- 
bers of the eouncil and that in all 
matters of action an. affirmative 
vote of the United States shall 
necessary and equivalent to the 
united vote of the representatives 
of the several parts of the British 
empire and that the united votes 
of the séveral parts of the British 
empire shall not affect or overcome 
the vote of the United States.”

sociated Press.)—In an explanation 
the chamber of deputies today, 
Premier Clemenceau, after declaring 
that the league of nations could 
exist even though rejected by the 
United States senate, asserted that 
it was precisely because the French 
felt that the league of nations was 
an insufficient guarantee for some 
years to come that the protective 
treaties of alliance betwéen France 
and Great Britain and the United 
States were drawn up. 

Pogasibility of Non-Ratification. 

The possibility of non-ratification 
of the peace treaty and the covenant 
of the league of nations of by the 
United States seuwuate; the conse- 
quence, in such event, to the guar- 
antees for the future of France, and 
the question whether the league of 
nations could exist without the 
United States as a member, occupied 
the entire afternoon's debate. 

The vote In the United States sen- 
ate yesterday, postponing considera- 
tion of one of the amendments, ia 
regarded here as significant, and 
caused surprise in the French cham- 
ber. Louis Barthou repeatedly ask- 
ed the government for explanations. 

Andre Tardieu and M. Pichon, the 
foreign minister, replied, but the 
chamber was not satisfied, Premier 
Clemenceau then declared that even 
in the event of the United States 
senate not voting for the league of 
nations covenant, the league could 
exist. The treaties constituting a 
protective alliance between France, 
Great Britain and the United States, 
he added, were not dependent upon 
the league. They would come into 
force, and France would be pro- 
tected. 

Situation of France. 

During the course of M. Tardieu’s 
speech, M. Barthou interrupted and 
demanded an immveetate reply as to 
what situation France would be 
placed in should the United States 
not ratify. He added that it was 
through delicacy he had refrained 
from asking this question before, 
as he wished and hoped that the 
senate would finally begin the dis- 
cussion and reach its conclusions. | 
But now this seemed hopeless, and 
the question must be settled imme- 
diately, as American ratification was 
distant, “if it oecurred at all.” 

M. Tardieu declared that he per- 
sonally was _ satisfied that the 
United States senate would ratify 
the treaty. 

M. Brathou countered, saying 
that he was far from satisfied, and 
citing the vote of 43 to 40 on Sen 
tor Lodge's motion for postpone- 
ment as “a fair warning of the} 
ultimate fate of the pact.” 

M. Pinchon’'s reply that “legally 
speaking,’ the league could ex:st 
without America’s participation, 
brought the retort from B. Barthon 
that what France wanted was po- 
litical guarantees, not legal guar- 
antees. He asserted that the gov-

ernment must face the issue imme- 


diately. 
Statement by Clemenceau. 

Premier Clemenceau said: “Should 
the United States reject the League 
of Nations, two treaties of alliance 
between France Great Brita:n, and 
France and the United States exist. 
Nevertheless, it was precisely be- 
cause we felt that the league of 
nations was an insufficient guar- 
antee for some years to come that 
these treaties were drawn up. The 


British-American'§ treaties which 
constitute sufficient guarantees for 


France.” 

M. Clemenceau added that the 
‘eague of nations would not take 
up the responsibilities and guaran- 
tees entered into by the _ treaties 
unless it was decided to do so by a 
two-thirds majority when the 
league was completely 
and operating.

SUNKEN STEAMSHIP

according to reports brought here 
tonight which are believed to be 
reliable. 

Since Rear Admiral Decker and 
Cuban Consul Milord identified the 
vessel as the Valbanera severay 
days ago no further action has 
been taken and it was said tonight 
the ship might seon disappear. 
When the wreck was first discov- 
ered sunk in 40 feet of water over 
a quicksand bed near Rebecca 
Shoals Lighthouse, divers were 
sent out who reported they read 
the name “Valbanera” on the ship’s 
nameplate. Then Admiral Decker 
and the Cuban consul visited the 
spot and confirmed the divers’ re- 
ports.

Bag otf Gold Chasers 
Causing the Unrest, 
Says Secretary Lane 


Washington, September 24.—Peo- 
ple who “continue {to believe that 
there is a bag of gold at the eng of 
the rainbow” are largely responsi- 
ble for industrial and social unrest 
in America and other countries, Sec- 
retary Lane declared today in an 
address before the annual conven- 
tion of the Association of American 
Secretaries of State. 

“There folks,” said Mr. Lane, 
“won't take the word of experienc- 
ed men all down the road of history 
that there is no magical way to 
happiness. Work alone finds the 
way. Work is the salvation, ma- 
terially and spiritually. 

“Our war morale has not been 
maintained. We have not the unity 
of purpose that prevailed then. We 
lack a common purpose, we Ameri- 
cans, though we are just as loyal, 
just as idealistic. 

“We can develop an aggressive, 
constructive program for America. 
Let us all work to make this coun- 
try a better place in which to live, 
not by selfish enterprise, but by co- 
operation.

Appointments Are Made for 


Trotzky Says Doctrines 
Must Be Spread in 
America and England 
and in Far East. 


Stockholm, September 24.—Leon 
Trotzky, bolshevik minister of war 
and marine, speaking at Petrograd 
recently, gave a detailed program 
of bolshevik military operations, 
saying among other things: “It is 
not in Finland or Esthonia that the 
immense world combat cgainst cap- 
italism can be fought, but in Amer- 
ica and England and above all, in 

the Far East.” 

The bolshevik armies, Trotzky 
continued, would continue their 
previous methods of beating their 
enemies singly. General Denekine’s 
turn would come after Admiral Kol- 
chak had been beaten, he declared. 
The turn of the Poles would follow 
and after them the Rumanians 
would be dealt with. 

“We have proposed peace to all 
the Baltic states, which are insigni- 
ficant,” Trotzky said. “At the same 
time we cannot tolerate interven- 
tion .im Russia. in which case not 


one Red soldier will cross the fron- 
tier. But if Finland wishes war it 
will be necessary to begin against 
her a campaign of extermination

ONPRHONE SERVICE 


Southern Bell Shows 
That 124 of Old Opera- 
tors Have Been Re-Em- 
ployed — $250,000 Spent 
in Improvements. 


In a report made Wednesday to 
the railroad commission by the 
Southern Bell Telephone company 
on the improvement which has been 
inade in service since permission 
was granted for the company to 
continue in effect government rates, 
it was shown that 124 of the opera- 
tors who left the company have 
returned, the application of others 
are under consideration, so that 
the shortage of workers is now only 
seventeen, 

It was further recounted 
there are now 62 students in 
training school, more than in any 
class for several years, and that 
$23,000 has been spent for training 
school equipment, so that 75 to 10U 
students can be taken as appren- 
tices every month, if they will apply 

The available supply of operators 
is still inadequate to meet the 
growth in telephones, the report 
states. 

In addition to the improvement 
in operator service, the report enu- 
merates work which has been un- 
dertaken by the company, amounting 
to a quarter of a million dollars. 
The compilation was made by 
George Yundt, chief of the service 
‘department, who states that “pre- 
war service was the result of con- 
ditions prevailing prior to the war 
as to the available supply of labor 
and its willingness to serve, the 
supply of material and apparatus 
and the character of services such 
as transportation. 

“The service toaay Is the result 
of conditions prevailing today. The 
service is good relative to condi- 
tions. The § service at different 
times differs, but the policy always 
of the Southern Bell is to give the 
best service possible.”

Fran- 
cis Kamper spoke along the same 
lines and said that it would offer 
an excellent chance to profiteer.

Chicken feed in 100-pound bags was 
given a maximum of 5% cents per 
pound and in less quantities 6% 
cents.

Carl Anchors, “Baby” of 
the Paper, Arrives at 
Gordon, One of “Persh- 
ing’s Pets” of Fighting 
First Division.

Carl Anchors is the “Last of the 
Mohicans.” It remained for’ the 
“baby” of The Constitution staff to 
return from France with two gold 
stripes and the record of having 
been one of “Pershing’s Pets,” a 
first class private in the pride of 
the American army, the First divi- 
sion. 

When Uncle Sam sent his sten- 
torian call over the country for real 
fighting men back in 1917, Carl was 
starting in as a cub reporter on The 
Constitution. He heard that call 
and after begging for days and 
weeks, gained his mother’s consent 
and with the other, older men on 
the paper, went down and anlisted 
as a “buck” in the old Fifth Geor- 
gia under Colonel Orville Hall. 

The fortunes of war treated Carl 
just as they did the rest of us and 
after shifting and drifting he was 
finally sent to France to join the 
First division, the outfit which was 
first over the top after the boche 
and into the citations of 
Pershing. 

And now, after all of us have re- 
turned, with the exception of one 
who will remain in France, Carl 
comes back with a record of achieve- 
ment all his own, the last member 
of The Constitution’s former staff 
to set foot on Americal soil after 
helping Uncle Sam police up Europe. 

Carl went through the Meuse-Ar- 
gonne offensive and sustained a 
slight flesh wound, which, however, 
he refused to let stop him in the 
great pursuit of the boche beyond 
the heights of Sedan. 

Following the signing of the 
armistice he was sent up into the 
army of occupation and now, the 
last to leave and come to his native 
city, he is awaiting discharge today 
at Camp Gordon.

Eddie Roush, star batter and out- 
fielder with the Reds, was with 
the White Sox for a.try-out under 
the management of Jimmy Calla- 
han in 1913, but was released to 
Lincoln. Morris Rath, the Reds’ 
second baseman, also Was with the 
White Sox unaer Callahan. He was 
released to the Kansag City club, 
where he came to the front as a 
.200 hitter. He was signed by Cin- 
cipcinnati last season—and made 
good from the start. 

“Hod” Eller, who has been pitch- 
ing remarkable ball] for the Reds, 
was on the White Sox roster during 
the spring training trip of 1916, but | 
was released to the Moline club, of | Sie% 
|} the Three-I-league. Eller started | i 
his professional career in the Three- 
l-league, which also produced Clar- 
ence Rowland, whom “Kid” Gleason 
succeeded as manager of the White 
Sox. Rowland was the first to 
recognize Eller’s major league pos- 
Sibilities and gave him a chance to 
qualify in fast company. 

While the team was in training at 
Mineral Wells, Texas, Eller “‘pallea” 
with Dave Danforth and other 
pitchers and picked up a lot of 
valuable information. His rise to 
baseball fame with the Reds hag 
been rapid. Like Eddie Cicotte, one 
of the pitching stars of the White 
Sox, Eller’s best year previous to 
this season was in 1917. He won ten 
out of fifteen games. He has been 
one of the pitching mainstays of 
the Reds’ staff this season.

clubs sent representatives to the 
Bathering. Every section of the 
country was there, and all sections 
alike were baseball wild. They all 
wanted baseball and they were 
ready for it. The great majority of 
representatives came from New 
York, Pennsylvania and the New 
England states. The west was rep- 
resented by Chicago and St. Louis, 
while the south was shown by Rich- 
mond, Va., Louisville, Ky., and Chat- 
tanooga, Tenn. The wide range of 
representation made the organiza- 
tion national, though it was strictly 
amateur. No schedules were adopt- 
ed and each club was left to make 
its own playing dates with other 
clubs wherever found, and with 
whom games were desired. The 
rules adopted at the gathering were 
practically the same as thosé for. 
mulated in 1858 for the playing of 
the game. But even in 1865 there 
were some who seemed to _ see 
visions in the future of profession- 
alism in the game, and efforts were 
made to preserve the amateur fea- 
ture in all clubs. These efforts, 
however, were successful for only a 
short time, for in 1870, five years 
later, the old association, based on 
amateur lines, split, its career was 
end somewhat tragic. 

In the meantime the game was 
greatly populartzed by a tour of 
the west by the Nationals of Wash- 
ington, D. C., under the directions 
of Hon. Arthur Pue Gorman, after- 
wards United States senator from 
Maryland, and himself a great base- 
ball player. This was followed two 
years later by a tour of the Cin- 
cinnati Reds of the west also, which 
greatly augmented the interest in 
the game the old Nationals had 
Stirred up everywhere it had gone. 

Stamped as amateurs, players on 
many of the better nines through- 
out the country were being paid for 
play on ball fields. It was done in 
this way:

a minute’s quick walking will often 
do a man of this age serious injury. 
In nearly all violent exercise one 
holds the breath now and again, a 
matter of no importance in youth, 
but a great danger in late life. 

The heart is another danger spot, 
'and unless it is Known to be sound 
any great strain should not be put 
on it after 50. It is not the risk of 
sudden death or paralysis alone 
that confronts the man getting on 
in years who overstrains himself; 
lesser injury may be done which 
leaves him more or legs ill for the 
day or even several days. The basal 
fact to consider is that every part 
of the body is less efficient and 
may be dangerously weak as age 
comes on.

Neither was there anything like 
concerted action among the various 
teams or clubs, as they were desig- 
nated in those days.
